MICHAEL HICKEY - Entering his second season as head coach of the

Coached the St. Lambert Biddy team to the Provincial championships in 


1966 and the St. Lambert midget squad to the Quebec crown in 1971.

JACQUES ARSENAULT - 5'11" - 170: 


Returning to the Georgian squad after playing half a season for 
Sir George in 1973-74. A strong off-season conditioning program has made 
Jacques a valuable asset. Great outside shooter, must learn to handle the 
ball better. 


STAN CYRANKOWSKI - 5'9" - 135: 

Coming off a knee injury coach Hickey is expecting a lot for the 
two year veteran. Had great training camp and will set alot of action in 
Sir George's running game. 


GUS HAIG - 6'2" - 180: 

Played two years at Bishop's University and sat out last year. Will 
be used as a swing man, filling in as a guard and forward. Has a fine outside 
shot and is strong driver who should score a lot of points. 


KIM KURTZ - 6'3" - 195: 

First played for Sir George in the 1969-70 season. A two-year lay 
off from basketball has hindered Kim's training camp. Will help Georgians under 
the boards, and has a fine outside jump.
